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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . After further reconsideration, a new ground of rejection will be applied in this Office 
action. 

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to . 
contain the statement required under 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) as to applicants belief that the original 
patent is wholly or partly inoperative or invalid. See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and see MPEP § 1414. 

The oath or declaration must state whether the inventor is a sole or joint inventor of the 
invention claimed as required by 37 CFR 1.63(a)(4). 

Applicant must submit a supplemental oath or declaration prior to allowance stating "that 
every such error arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant" (37 CFR 
1.175(b)(1)). See MPEP 1444 for handling supplemental oaths/declarations. 

3. Claims 1-32 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue declaration under 35 
U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

4. Claims 7-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being improperly broadened in a reissue 
application made and sworn to by the assignee and not the patentee. 

Applicant had admitted in the declaration that independent claims 7, 10, 13, 16, 19, 22, 
25, 27, 29 and 31 are broadened from the patented claims 1-6 in Patent No. 5,348,164. 
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5. The original patent, or an affidavit or declaration as to loss or inaccessibility of the original 
patent, must be received before this reissue application can be allowed. See 37 CFR 1 . 178.
